All of this happens within six 
hours by air from .Miami, and less 
than a halt hour's Right from Bo­ 
gota. often called the "Athens” of 
South -American cities because of 
its European-slyle customs, archi­ 
tecture and intellectual centers. 
Colombians, generally, don’t ap- 
# 
pear to be excited or alarmed over 
reading in their newspapers every 
day of scores, or sometimes hun­ 
dreds of people being killed. They 
seem to have accepted the killings 
in Tolima and adjoining areas as 
a daily institution. 
The gang killings usually hit 
their highest peak at the time when 
a coffee crop is about to be har­ 
vested, or has just been garnered. 
Then there’s wholesale butchery 
of peasants and thousands flee to 
towns and cities. 
The raiders 
scoop up the coffee crop and 
somehow sell it as contraband to 
be .shipped abroad. 
Meantime, the mass killings con­ 
tinue unabated.

Our Marines hav e landed in Lebano n. Our 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets hav e been put o n the 
alert. And President Eisenho wer to jd Co ng ress 
y esterday that mo re tro o ps will be needed to 
back up the Marine v ang uard already there. 
Immediately there arises the questio n o f the 
pro priety o f such a sho w o f fo rce, and citizens 
are led to wo nder if any thing else co uld hav e 
been do ne. In v iew o f America's lo ng traditio n 
(at least in theo ry ) o f no n-interv entio n and no n­ 
entang lement in affairs so far fro m o ur sho res, 
there arises still ano ther questio n; namely , must 
we really draw a line so mewhere, and say to all 
co mers that this is as far as they may g o with­ 
o ut risking war? 
A g reat po wer, seeking to av o id tho se en­ 
tang lements that can be av o ided, will keep its 
fo reig n po licy flex ible. Ij^ can affo rd to do so 
o nly until the time when it must make a definite 
co mmitment to ano ther co untry —in this case, 
Lebano n—o r face disaster. In sho rt, a line will 
be drawn at whatev er po int a natio n feels its 
security beco mes threatened. 
This is what has happened to us in the Near, 
or Middle, East. The United States, lo ng play ing 
by ear and o ften o ut o f tune, finally fo und itself 
at the po int where definite co mmitments had to 
be made. Once made, they had to be kept, as they 
were y esterday with the arriv al o f o ur fo rces m 
Lebano n. 
In v iew o f the critical nature o f o ur Middle 
Eastern pro blem, the actio n o f President Eisen­ 
ho wer is manifestly rig ht and pro per. Leaders o f 
bo th parties hav e anno unced their ag reement, 
and it is to be ho ped the President will hav e the 
atro ng public suppo rt that the situatio n re­ 
quires.

And they find law y ers and accou ntants 
to do their thinking and planning. 
So u e find A m erican firm s establi.shing su bsidi­ 
aries acro.<^s the border in C anada with m any objectiv e.s 
of law ev asion, one of which is trade with Red China, 
a trade which l«. for an A m erican, strictiy contraband. 


M IMSU«- is the law, not the eorrertnes* of 
trading with Red China or with anv other cou nlrv 
whose trade the I nited States rejects. 
If as is 
clearly ev ident, 
in the 
plethora of 
American 
deposits in Canada, Switzerland, Panam a, Vene­ 
zu ela, Liberia and other tax hav ens, there is a 
flight of capital from the L nited State*, it Is the 
responsibility of ou r gov ernment to make known 
it« natu re, to take either correctiv e or retaliatory 
measu res, to face u p to the facts. 
Instead of a 
Congressional committee wasting time on Gold­ 
fine’s priv ate life, which is a bore, it might inqu ire 
Into what has happened to the American hoard of 
gold at Fort Knox and why and then it might 
•u ggest remedial legislation. 


Or does that requ ire too m u ch inieUigCfice for a 
com m ittee whose inv estigator pu ts a m icrophone u nder 
a door—a .silly perform ance su itable for .small boy s 
play ing cops and robher.s’’ 
To inv estigate the gold 
qu estion requ ires econom ists not cop.s. 
In the qu arrel betw een C y ru s Eaton and G eorge 
H u m phrey , the two m ajor iron ore ty coon.s of C anada, 
both citizens of the United Slates, residents of Clev e­ 
land. Ohio, the entire dram a is u nfolded of the m ov e­ 
m ent of A m erican capital 
of the U nited States, not 
only for the deselopm ent and ex ploitation of com ­ 
m erce and indu stry in foreign cou ntries bu t also the 
constant search of A m ericans for tax hav ens, for the 
protection of their inv estm ents from being tax ed by 
the gov ernm ent of the United Slates, perhaps tax ed 
ou t of u sefu lness. 
It has been im possible to find a C ongressional 
com m ittee that will dev ote the tim e and m oney to 
m ake a thorou gh and m eaningfu l inv estigation of this 
su bject. E ach attem pt in this direction dies aborning 
becau se powerfu l influ ences are at work. 
The last 
attem pt w as m ade by a su bcom m ittee of the Senate 
Ju diciary C om m ittee and althou gh som e d ata w ere 
gathered, it all cam e to nothing becau se when w it­ 
nesses w ere called, no Senator cou ld be fou nd to 
attend the hearings. 
The transcript of the record of 
the By rd C om m ittee prov ides considerable data bu t 
it is hidden aw ay in heav y v olu m es and is incom plete. 
This com m ittee is u ndou btedly on the right track bu t 
the 
work 
is 
too 
slow. 
Incidentally , 
this 
Senate 
Finance Com m ittee has not reported ou t the Forand 
Bill, which passed the Hou se, and which is designed 
to correct certain errors in ou r trade relations with 
Canada. 


In a word, here is a broad su bject which 
cannot be washed aw ay by v apid oratory . 
It 
requ ires stu dy and research. AH the facts are not 
av ailable and cannot be m ade av ailable ex cept by 
the au thority of the su bpoena. Ev en the su bpoena 
is not su fficient to get at d ata concerning secret 
ll^ 
hoards of u ntax ed A m erican m oney ; it m ay be 
necessary to take strong diplom atic steps, perhaps 
to go to the ex trem e of breaking off com m ercial 
relations with cou ntries that enter into conspiracies 
with .American citizens to help them ev ade tax 
pay m ents to ou r gov ernm ent. 


What it m eans is that ev ery tim e one of these 
fv a d e rs su cceeds, y ou and I hav e to pay m ore tax es. 
Ev en from the m ost selfish standpoint this is a m atter 
of enorm ou s interest to ev ery A m erican becau se each 
one of u s finds his tax bill u nbearable and bru tal. 
T here are those who believ e that it is a m ark of real 
clev erness for law y ers and accou ntants to show their 
clients how to ev ade pay ing tax es tthey u su ally u se 
the word, av oid instead of ev ade*, bu t for m ost of 
u s. this can only m ean that we hav e to ca rry a bigger 
load while the other fellow does not pay at all.

Nelson Rockefeller is m aking a 
pretty rem arkable long shot bet, 
in seeking the R epu blican nom i­ 
nation for the New York Gov er- 
nor.ship. He i.s not acting blindly , 
either, for he sent ou t the profes­ 
sional pollster.s to test the New 
York situ ation before he m ade his 
bet. 
The 
pollsters’ 
resu lts 
m ake 
pretty bleak reading for R epu b­ 
licans and ju st the oppo.site for 
D em ocrats. In brief, they fou nd 
that Rockefeller wou ld ru n m u ch 
better agam s Gov . Av erell H arri- 
m an than any other potential R e­ 
pu blican candidate. Bu t they fu r­ 
ther fou nd that Rockefeller was 
trailing, as of today and am ong 
the v oters with a decided choice, 
by a fairly .« staggering m argin of 
nearly 2 ^ per cent 
In other w ords, with the “ don’t 
know s” left ou t. the Rockefeller- 
instigated poll showed a v ote of 
close to 6 0 per cent for H arrim an 
and hardly 
m ore than 40 per 
cent for the strongest Repu blican 
av ailable. Pollsters v ery rarely 
u nderestim ate the chances of the 
m an or party who sends them 
ou t 
on 
their 
doorbell-ringing 
rou nds. 
And if these pollsters' 
New York State findings are ev en 
w ithin shooting di.stance of ap­ 
prox im ate accu racy , they are the

—In a spreading 
wave of violence, bandit gangs 
sweeping through the heart of 
this country’s richest coffcebelt 
are 
slaughtering 
men, 
women 
and children as though they were 
cattle.

killed The monthly average runs 
around I roo. 


The indiscriminate, mas.** slay­ 
ings are now centered in the 
rugged mountainous Tolima Dc 
paym ent. 120 miles southwest of 
Bogota, but are spreading into 
the adjoining Valle Department, 
of which Cali is the capital 
In addition to the killings, ban 
dit raiders are forcing tens of 
thousands of Colombian peasants 
to flee from their farmlands and 
coffee 
plantations 
into

Many Are Main 
Today, men. women and ch il­ 
dren-—often entire peasant families 
—policemen, soldiers, municipal 
officials or employes, and mem 
hers of the Liberal and Conserv­ 
ative parties alike are slam by 
bandit gangs. 
Government officials rn Bogota 
are inclined to attribute much of 
the mass murder to just ‘ plain 
banditry." 
But no one excludes the possi­ 
bility that some remnants of the 
partisans 
of 
deposed 
Dictator 
Gustavo Rojas might have a hand 
in some of the killing. 
Another factor is that some Co­ 
lombians who want to get their 
hands on rich coffee-growing lands 
in the valleys and plains of the 
Tolima area are profiting by the 
terror. There is a strong suspicion 
that Colombians such as these aid 
and abet the murdering gangs. 
It 
has been established that 
four big gangs roam about Tolima 
numbering from 250 to 500 men 
each, or even more. 
The raiders usually are dressed 
in the tan uniforms of regular 
Colombian soldiery, and are well- 
armed. 
Much of their uniforms, arms 
and ammunition come from at­ 
tacks on army or police posts and 
patrols. But evidence has been un­ 
covered that shipment of arms 
have arrived from abroad, some 
coming (rom Panama. 
The raiders sweep into peasants 
homes riding horses or in jeeps 
captured in raids on m ilitary or 
police posts, or on foot. 
They plunder, pillage and bum. 
and then brutally kill farmers and; 
their wives, otten with infants in 
their arms. 
The horrible specialty of the 
raiders is using the machete to 
decapitate 
victims.

All of this happens within six 
hours by air from Miami, and less| 
than a half hour's flight from Bo-; 
got a. often called the ‘‘Athens 
of, 
South American cities because of 
its Luropean-style customs, archi­ 
tecture and intellectual centers. 
Colombians, generally, don’t ap­ 
pear to be excited or alarmed over 
reading in their newspapers every 
day of scores, or sometimes hun­ 
dreds of people being killed. Thev 
seem to have accepted the killings 
in Tolima and adjoining areas as 
a daily institution. 
The gang killings usually hit 
their highest peak at the time w hen 
a coffee crop is about to be har-j 
vested, or has just been garnered. 
Then there’s wholesale butchery 
of peasants and thousands flee to 
towns 
and 
cities.

raiders 
scoop up the coffee crop and 
somehow sell it as contraband to 
be shipped abroad. 
Meantime, the mass killings con 
tinue unabated.

We Stop Ploying 
*By Eor In Lebonon 


Our Marines have landed in Lebanon. Our 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets have been put on the 
alert. And President Eisenhower tqjd Congress 
yesterday that more troops will be needed to 
back up the Marine vanguard already there. 
Immediately there arises the question of the 
propriety of such a show of force, and citizens 
are led to wonder if anything else could have 
been done. In view of America’s long tradition 
(at least in theory) of non intervention and non­ 
entanglement in affairs so far from our shores, 
there arises still another question; namely, must 
we really draw a line somewhere, and say to all 


comers that this is as far as they may go with­ 
out risking war? 
A great power, seeking to avoid those en­ 
tanglements that can be avoided, will keep its 
foreign policy flexible. 1} can afford to do so 
only until the tim e when it must make a definite 
commitment to another country— in this case, 
Lebanon—or face disaster. In short, a line will 


be drawn at whatever point a nation feels its 
security becomes threatened. 
This is what has happened to us in the Near, 
or Middle. East. The United States, long playing 
by ear and often out of tune, finally found itself 
at the point where definite commitments had to 
be made. Once made, they had to be kept, as they 
were yesterday with the arrival of our forces in 
Lebanon. 
In view of the critical nature of our Middle 
Eastern problem the action of President Eisen­ 
hower is m anifestly right and proper. Leaders of 
both parties have announced their agreem ent, 
and it is to he hoped the President will have the 
strong public support that the situation re­ 
quires.

Congressional comm ittee wasUng time on Gold- 
ftne a private life, which is a bore, it might inquire 
Into what has happened to the American hoard of 
gold ai Fort k not and why and then It might 
suggest remedial legislation. 


Or doas that require too much intelligence for a 
committee whose investigator puts a microphone under 
a door—a silly perform ance suitable for small boys 
playing cops and robbers'’ 
To investigate the gold 
question requires economists not cops. 
In the quarrel between Cyrus Eaton and George 
Humphrey, the two major iron ore tycoons of Canada, 
boih citizens ai the United States, residents of Cleve­ 
land Ohio. the entire dram a is unfolded of the move­ 
ment of American capital out of the United States, not 
only for the development and exploitation of com­ 
merce and industry in foreign countries but also the 
constant search of Americans for tax havens, for the 
protection of their investments from being taxed by 
the government of the United States, perhaps taxed 
out of usefulness. 
It has been imposMble to find a Congressional 
committee that will devote the time and money to 
make a thorough and meaningful investigation of this 
subject. Each attem pt in this direction dies aborning 
because powerful influences are at work. 
The last 
attempt was made by a subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and although some data were 
gathered, it all cam e to nothing because when wit­ 
nesses were called, no Senator could be found to 
attend the hearings. The transcript of the record of 
the Byrd Committee provides considerable data but 
it is hidden away in heavy volumes and is incomplete. 
This committee is undoubtedly on the right track but 
the 
work 
is 
too slow. 
Incidentally, 
this 
Senate 
Finance Committee has not reported out the Forand 
Bill. which passed the House, and which is designed 
to correct certain errors in our trade relations with 
Canada. 


In a word, here is a broad subject which 
cannot be washed away by vapid oratory. 
It 
requires study and research. All the facts are not 
available and cannot be made available except by 
the authority of the subpoena. Even the subpoena 
is not sufficient to get at data concerning secret 
£ 
hoards of untaxed American money; it may be 
necessary to take strong diplomatic steps, perhaps 
to go to the extrem e of breaking off comm ercial 
relations with countries that enter into conspiracies 
with American citizens to help them evade tax 
payments to our government. 


What it means is that every time one of these 
evaders succeeds, you and I have to pay more taxes. 
Even from the most selfish standpoint this is a m atter 
of enormous interest to every American because each 
one of us finds his tax bill unbearable and brutal. 
There are those who believe that it is a mark of real 
cleverness for lawyers and accountants to show their 
clients how to evade paying taxes (they usually use 
the word, avoid instead of evade1, but for most of 
us, this can only mean that we have to carry a bigger 
toad while the other fellow does not pay at all.

NEW YORK 
Nelson Rockefeller ut making a 
pretty rem arkable long shot bet. 
in seeking the Republican nomi­ 
nation for the New York Gover­ 
norship. He is not acting blindly, 
either, for he sent out the profes­ 
sional pollsters to test the New 
York situation before he made hut 
bet. 
The 
pollsters’ 
results 
make 
pretty bleak reading for Repub­ 
licans and just the opposite for 
Democrats 
In brief, they found 
that Rockefeller would run much 
better again* Gov Averell Harri­ 
man than any other potential Re­ 
publican candidate. But they fur­ 
ther found that Rockefeller was 
trailing, as of today and among 
the voters with a decided choice. 
by a fairly staggering margin of 
nearly 2a per cent 
In other words, with the "don’t 
knows” left out, the Rockefeller- 
instigated poll showed a vote of 
close to in per cent for Harriman 
and hardly more than 40 per 
cent for the strongest Republican 
available. Pollsters very rarely 
underestimate the chances of the 
man or party who sends them 
out 
on 
their 
doorbell-ringing 
rounds. And if these pollsters' 
New York State findings are even 
within shooting distance of ap­ 
proximate accuracy, they are the 
worst kind of news for the Re­ 
publicans. 
Unhappily, the findings of the 
Republican-hired pollsters in New 
York appear to be rather strong­ 
ly confirmed by the findings of 
pollsters hired by Democrats to 
test opinion in New York * two

We think this 
case is an illustration of what 
happens to a poor man when a 
district attorney is not solicitous 
to see justice done and when the 
man is not properly defended.” 
President Roosevelt commuted 
Jordan s death sentence, but did 
not order a new trial.

propantheline bromide * Pro-Ban- 
thnie*. a standard ulcer remedy, 
was used. This anti-cholinergic 
drug deadens the vagus nerve 
that stimulates acid production 
and the churning movements of 
the stomach. The New York med­ 
icos convinced themselves first 
that the conventional dose did 
not block the nerve impulses But 
doubling or tripling it produced 
a marked reduction in the move­ 


ments of the stomach and in the 
acid content of the gastric juice 
The maximum effect of the 
remedy occurred within an hour 
and lasted four hours. This sched­ 
ule was made to order because 
the medicine could be taken be­ 
fore meals and be most active an 
hour later, when digestion was at 
us height. In addition, the etfect 
lasted four hours, carrying the 
person over to the next meal. 
What is the objection to larger 
doses? The action of cholinergic 
drugs is not limited to the stom­ 
ach. They depress nerve impulses
